OUR PUBLIC DEBT. 

Under the above, caption our contem- 
porary on Monday returned to its vapor- 
ings about a qoBstion it has on many a 
former oooaslon shown itself to bo sub- 
limely ignorant of. On questions of 
finance it is always so fur astray tbat it is 
ieldora we tliink it necessary to troubls 
ourselvoa to show it up, knowing well 
that its readers, mora intelligent than it 
self upon such matters, will readily realize 
that its atatemcQts are so wild as not to bo 
•worthy of tha slightest oredonco. If the 
Standard will turn to page 596 of the 
Bessional papers of 1876 it will find that 
Mr. Humphreys places the liabilities of 
the Province on the Slat Deo., 1875, at 
$810,194, and that too irrcspectiye of the 
sum of 8263,034.36 to be provided for con- 
tracts entered into by the Walkeiu Gov- 
ernmeM in pursuance of their policy of 
"Bov^ing money broftdcnst," and irrespeo- 
tive also of the $189,150 of capitalized sub- 
sidy, which, at that time, had been already 
spent on the "broadcast" principle, by 
which our income was reduced by many 
thousands of dollars annually, if it_\vill 
then turn to page 732, it will liiul $71-1. • 
■427.20 voted for the torvico of the year, 
and on page 735, $5,105 appears as voted 
for additional expenditure, making a total 
of $719,592.20 voted to meet expondituit 
on public -works, etc., for the year 1870, 
$263,034.36 of which we have already 
shown was for contracts already entered 
intobyWalkem & Co. The iS^aju/un/, with 
its usual disregard for facts, attempts to 
make it appear that , the $350,000 loan 
authorized by the Legislature in 187G re- 
presented the total defloienoy to meet all 
liabilities. This, however, is not correct, 
as the $310,191 of liubilities before re- 
ferred to as the indebtedness on the 31st 
Deo., 1875, was left out of the count alto- 
gether by Mr. Humphreys, when uo 
provided for his estimates for 1870. 
On page 725 it will bo saen that Mr. 
Humphreys proposed to raise by loan the 
sum of 8350,000 which added to 3383,930 
the estimated revenue for the year made a 
total of $733,930 to meet an estimated ex- 
penditure of $719,592.20. It does not ap- 
pear to have occurred to Mr. Humphreys 
that tbo $310,194 required to be provided 
for, whether or not, it is a fact he made 
no provision for the liquidation of that 
debt. $150,000 was disposed of by the 
Dominion Government charging it to 
debt account, by which our subsidy was 
again reduced by $7,500 a year. The re- 
maining $lGO,rJi and the $350,000 
deEoienoy to meet the service of the year 
1876^8 sho-wn in Mr. Humphreys esti- 
mates as -weil as the deficiency for the 
service of the year 1877, was provided for 
by Mr. Smithe under the Loan Act, 1877, 
and notwithstanding the Slandard's con- 
stantly recurring assertion to the con- 
trary, the total indebtedness of the 
Province on the Slst of Dec. 1877, will be 
found when the House meets 'to be less 
than $750,000 instead of over 81',100,000 
as our contemporary would like 
to see it, for with it, the 
wish evidently is father to the thought. 
The Standard, a'though it must know its 
reprenentatiou is far from being correct, 

ment during their two yearn of office have 
contiactod a debt of $750,000. The facts 
are, however, that during the two years 
preceediner the accession of the Elliott

The Dansrers of the City of Panama's 
Passengers. 

The Pftoilic Mail Steamsbip Company's 
steamer City of PaDama, which arrived 
yesterday aftarnoon from Victorin, B. O., 
experienced on the jjass J go ii siicvessioii 
of southeast and soiilluvo.it gule.-J, which 
are dssoribed by those on lioiu'il ns tho 
most severe thoy liave experionocd on tbo 
ooasfc, From tho Straits of Sau Juan del 
Fuoa to Point Keyos, a howling tempest 
ptOTaaed. The glass fell to 29.33, and 
the position of all oh board was for many 
hours one of extreme peril. Off Cape 
Mendocino, on Sunday evening, ii hurri- 
caae broke over the ship. As tho few 
passengsra who wore well enough to leare 
their berths sat down to dinner, a sea 
burst into the main saloon through tho 
after doors, and drove all from the table 
About 7 o'clook the same evening anothor 
and hearior sea burst into the ship's pun- 
try on tha port side, and thence into tho 
main saloon. Tho two i»antr.vmeu wero 
carried into the aaloon and picked from 
the midst of tha broken delf slightly cut 
and brniaod. Messrs. Janion and Cokou, 
paasengars, Mr. Wafer, Parser, and Mr. 
Kenaedy. the steward, were carried from 
•nd to end of the saloon, but escaped un- 
hurt, The saloon and after state-rooms 
were filled with water a foot or more. Tho 
greatest constoruatio II prevailed nmong.st 
tho women and children. Tbo oflicers, 
orew and malo passengers retuired their 
■eU^possession. The ship was put about 
nntil the damage was repaired and tbo 
water baled out, when she resumed her 
coarse. On tho following morning a sea 
broke in on the starboard side, swee[)ing 
out the purser's offico and deluging two 
or three state-rooms. After those exciting 
incidents the wind gradually moderatotl, 
but thu sea continued very rough until 
yeatordny morning. The passengers unite 
in a testimonial to Capt. Soabury, his nf- 
floers and crew for tlieir good HiMUii.'nsbiii 
and watchful caro during the passage.

A Gallipoli despatch says a panic 
prevails hero iu consequonoe of a re- 
port that tho Russians are botwcon 
Uhiinkopria and Keshan, lou hours 
march hence. Orders have been re- 
ceived froiu Staiuboul to resist any 
advance. Troops are expected from 
Smyrna and the Dardanelles.

LoNiiDN, Jan. 17. — Parliament was 
opened to-day. 'Ulio (|)ueoii's speech 
states that she suhimoued Parliament 
before the usual time of meeting, in 
order that it might become acquainted 
with the elVorts she has made to ter- 
uiinatfl tho war. liuusiau snccesBos 
convinced the Porte that it should 
endeavor to bring hostilities to a close. 
The Sultan's Governmont accordingly 
addressed to the neutral powers — par- 
tics to tbo ti'oalies relalin^' to 'i'lirkoy 
— ;in appoal for their good (jllico.s. A 
majority of tbo Poweis decided tiiat 
thoy could not comply with tiie request, 
and so iiotilied Uie Porte. Tho i'ortu 
then appealed to Her Majesty's Gov- 
ernment, and she at once inquired of 
the Czar if he would entertain ])eaco 
ovtrturoH. The Czar, iu rejjly, ex- 
pressed a dcsi'j for peace ami Hlated 

which 

should bo pursued to obtain it. Upon 
this subjeot comniimicatious had taken 
place between Russia aud Turkey 
through her good oiUces, and she 
trusts thoy will lead to the termination 
of Iho war. So long as lior conditions 
aro not infringed hor attitude will cou- 
timio the same, but should hostilities 
bo prolonged, some unexpected ocour- 
ronco may render it necessary to adopt 
measiires of precaution, and sho trust- 
ed to tho liberality of Parliament to 
supply means which may bo required 
for that purpose^ Hor Majesty com- 
plimeuts (be country pn the local aucl 



ond national efrertf? which have been 
made to roliovo tho sufferings of Colonial 
population, iiiid axprossos a hope that 
measures will be ti.\ken to avert such ca- 
lumitiea. Tho condition of native affairs 
in South Africa has of late caused me 
dume anxiety, and has demadded the 
watchful attention of my Goveroraoot. I 
have thought it expedient to roiuforL'o ray 
trooiis in that jiart of my empire. 1 trust 
peace and a sutishictory seltloment of all 
difl'oreucos may he shortly obtained. Cioii- 
tlemou of tho House of Commons, I have 
directed estimates of tho year to be pro- 
pared and presented to yon withont de- 
lay. Lords and gentlemen, a bill will be 
laid before you upon the subject of coun- 
ty government, and your nttontion will 
again bo culled to tbo consideration of tho 
fnctory law, and to summary jurisdiatiou 
of magistrates. You will ba asked to take 
into consideration a bill on tho subjeot of 
cattle disease in this oouutry. Your at- 
tention will bo invited to tho subject of 
intorwodiato education iu Ireland. A 
bill will bo laid before you to simplify 
and o.'cpross in 0110 Act tho wholo law and 
procedure relating to indictiiblo otl'encos, 
I commend those Hubjccts to your mo.st 
careful consideration, and I pray that tho 
blessing of the Almighty may attend and 
guide your deliberations. 

DE11.\.TK ON THB ADDUESS IN THE nOUEF. 01' 
LOnPS. 

London, Jan. 17. — In the debate ou the 
address in the House of Lords,Earl Gran- 
ville said: The utterances of Lord Boa- 
constiold during n.'cess had been couohod 
iu tones of Ijoliigo' i>iit uoutrulity, ami 
tuul dili'ored from soutimouts e.Kprossod 
by his coUenguos. Ho s;>i<l if tho assur- 
ance given by Russia in regard to British 
iutorosta were unsatisfactory. Parliamont 
should have boon called together immo- 
dintoly; if thoy wore satisfactory, the only 
etlect of suniuioriing Parliament now was 
to cause a feeling of insecurity. 

Lord Beacouafield said tho summons to 
Parliamont was issued when tlioro flr.st 
appeared an opportunity for tho iuauguru- 
tion of peuco negotiations. Tho Porto's 
appeal tu Engkunl t;) intimate her readi- 
ness to oi)en poiiee jegutiutions was iu a 
moaxiiro made at tue instance of the Bri- 
tish Govornment, although at tho snmo 
time spontaneously adojited by tho Porte. 
Lord I5oacousfiold repudiated uow»papor 
stBtemontb eouoeruiug tho Govorumont's 
j)olicy, and strongly repudiated the aecu- 
sation of a division in tbe Gabiaat. When 
the Government, after mature delibera 
tion, decided upon tho policy of neutrali- 
ty, thoy were not mllucnced by consider 
tious in regard to tho value of Kars and 
Batoum, but had to consider tho policy 
aud conditions ol many other countries. 
'I'he Govornment never varied from the 
deoision they had at first arrived at. He 
declared ho had written no letter on pub- 
lic affairs during recoss. He had, with 
bis colloagues' approval declared thoQov- 
ornmonl's policy to be ono of conditional 
neutrality. Lord Derby's fcdioitous stato- 
mont that " the greatest British interest 
is peace " was a rhetorical expression, but 
Lord Granville seemed to take it as a sta- 
tiutieal fact. He did not think the Gov- 
ornment, by doluiiug British iuterosts, 
justified tho imputation of Belfishness, as 
all countries frankly declared they wero 
actuated by the same motives. He did not 
admit that tho Government having sum- 
moned Parliament, imposed upon them 
tho duty of immediately explaining the 
apprehensions which caused them to do 
so, Negotiations had been broughtabout 
which might or might not bo succoauful. 
Tho Government conhidered there wore 
British interests which must not bo en- 
dangered. If tho contest gots on, if Par- 
liament approved of the policy of condi- 
tional neutrality and the guarding of these 
interests, tho least-it could do was to give 
tho (iovorninent means of guarding tliiim. 
Lord Beaconsiiekl jjointud to the ojioning 
of present negotiations aa a i)rQof that 
£ngland was not isolated or uniufluoutiiil. 
There wos another kind of isolation be- 
sides that arising from decay. At tho be 
ginning of the century, England alone 
assorted hor national iiulepeiidenoo, and 
if the samo course was at st.iko, or if any 
Power again threatened tho world with 
predomiuanco fatal to national liberty, ho 
felt confideut that the House would net 
fear a charge of being isolated, if it stood 
alone in niamt^dng snoh a cause and fight- 
ing for British interests. Ho eoncluded 
as follows: If in tho negotiations British 
influence increased, as God grant it may, 
I will exprohs tho sentiment of tho Gov- 
ernment til at that influence will ba used 
for the greatest interests of humanity and 
for aeonring enduring peace. But if wo 
aro cidlod upon to defend the rights and 
interests of England: if our present hopes 
and prospects iif pi'aco aro luiroulizfld ; if 
thire .in'. cirenniMluuees that doniund that 
wo shouhl !.pjii-al again und uguin to Par- 
liament for uuuns of vindicating the 
honor and maintaining the interests of the 
country, I am certain Government will 
never "fidl to take that courso. (Loud 
(dioers ) 

Tho D.iko of Argyll snid: Lord Bea- 
oonsfield's speeeh was brilliant but eva- 
sive. It wuB ft signilicant fact that it made 
no mention of the independence and in- 
tegrity of the Otttoman Empire. 

London, Jan. 17. — In the House of Com- 
mons this ovp'.dng, in the debute on tho 
udilres.s in reply to tbo (jueon's sjieeoh, 
the Marquis of llp.riington repoutod bis 
acousotion that tho Govornment willfully 
assumed a position of isolation, aud it was 
not clear whether tho Government's ap- 
peal to tho liberality ot Parliamont was 
iniraediato, or contingent on further pro- 
boeution of till! war. There wore grave 
objeetions to Bueh a Vdle. Tlie ronsons 
given for it in tho Royal speech wero so 
vague, it seemed either as if th« Govern- 
ment knew what the unexpected necur- 
rence they mentionod was, and wished to 
bring ;t on, or wore tempting the Turks 
to further re.-i.-itaiico. 

Sir Stafl'ord Northcoto complained of 
the Government's policy iu alleging that 
tlio Govornment had aflxed detormination 
to go to war on behalf of Turkey. As ro- 
gurded their alleg.jd isolation, England 
wus in tbe same position as other nciUrul 
powers, and woulil speak out when it was 
doeniod necossary. The Govorameat did 
not know what Russian proposals for 
poaco would be. Thoy had at prosent no 
propopals to niako themselves. It Ruasiu's 
pro[)03alH in any way iiiu!cted arrange 
inonis between 'European powers, thoy 
must roeoivo tbe assent of tho.-io powers. 
The position of tbo Governmont was one 
of cunsidorahlo delicacy and anxiety. 
I'hoy bad no proposals to make at present, 
but thought it right to say that it might 
boeomo thoir duty to put thomsolves in 
position to take necoBsury preoautions. 
Thoy wore aa anxious us any one to avoid 
the horrors of war and stop tho present 
conflict, but at tho same time they holiav- 
od now was the time when, by proper ac- 
tion, they could prevent furtber •nibroll- 
ment. Government had no seoret inten- 



tions, but oould not hope for success un- 
less they bad proper support from Parlia- 
mont. 

Mr. Gladstone asked if ho rightly un- 
derstood that tho Government had no 
proposals to make in regard to a grant 
until they knew tbe Russian conditions? 

Sir Stafford Northooto replied affirma- 
tively. He did not wish to enter into tho 
exact circumstances under which tho in- 
terests defined aro threatened, but ho 
know the waves of war would approach 
closely thu localities indicated. Ho cou- 
oluded: if you will not trust the Govern- 
ment, provide yourselves with a Govern- 
ment that you will trust. If you trust tho 
Government, provide it with proper means 
of currying out your ooufidonco. 
Tho adtlrosB was tlnm agreed to. 
London, Jan. 17.— In tho Houaa of 
Lords tbo address iu reply to tho Queen's 
speech was moved by the Earl of Wharn- 
oliffe and seconded by Earl Leudoun. In 
the House of Commons an address was 
moved by Wilbrabam Egerton, member 
for Midchoahira, and seconded by Robert 
Teiiuaut, mombor for Leoila. 

Lo.NDo.v, Jan. 18. — The Times' loading 
editorial says: Nothing more satisfactory 
to the country, with respect to the imme- 
diate ooursa of public afiiairs, could well 
have occurred than tbe declarations yes- 
terday made in tho Queen's speech, aa 
■'. oil as by tha Ministonul loaders in the 
two Houaea of Parliament. The alarms 
recently raised lo.spootiug the jjossibility 
of a warlike policy being adopted by tho 
G o vornment may now be fiuully dismissed. 

The Times, commenting on the doou- 
inenta contained in tho Blue Book, says: 
In Lord Derby's rocoat dispatches wo 
cannot find a trace of a|j))rohenBion such 
a.s aloue could have justilied the late out- 
break of war fooling in curtains quarters. 
It is now abundantly clear that tho fooling 
was confined to a small though noisy min- 
ority; but it will be a satisfaction and re- 
lief to the whole country to know it found 
no echo in official uttorauco of Govern- 
mont. 

London, Jau. 17. — Tho Blue Book is 
published, giving documeuts relating to 
English mediutioii!. The documents show 
that the delay iu transmitting armistice 
conditions from St. Petersburg arose from 
their being sent by messenger instead of 
by lelepraph. Earl Derby, upon being 
informed of this, on tho 11th instant, 
wrote to Lord Loftus, British Minister at 
St. Petersburg, "That Her Majesty's 
Govorumont thinks it is to bo rogrottod 
that when Prince Gortsohakofl' informed 
you that instruotions had been sent to 
Russian commanders he did not expect 
the delay that would bo caused by such 
means of transmission." Tho closing dis- 
patch of tho Blue Book is from Minister 
Layard, dated Monday, announcing that a 
Russian parliamentuire had appeared at 
Sornasondlar, announcing suspension of 
hostilities m Bulgaria. 

London, Jan 18. — The Post says it is 
able to state that the British Army and 
Navy estimates have been formed on a 
peace footing, and will bo preaouted at 
the earliost possible moment. 

CoNSTANTiNoi'LE, Juu. 18. — Tho Sultan 
to-day presided at a new council of the 
Serasklerate, and invited a deputation 
from the Chamber to participate in the 
deliberations. 

ViKNNA, Jan. 18. — A special to the 
Political Correspondaz from Athens has tho 
following: "The Ministry does not in- 
tend at present to obey tbe popular war- 
like feeling. Important negotiations are 
pending between Greece and Englund, 
upon tbe issue of which depends, whether 
Greece shalI,or oot.at an early, date play 
an activo part with and at the side of 
England." 

London, Jan. 18. — A special from 
Athens says: There ia a Ministerial crisis 
here. 
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of Italian gentlemen mot last evening at 
the Italian Oonsblate for the purpose of 
expressing theur simpathy with tho Royal 
Family of Italy on tbe death of King Vic- 
tor Emmanuel, and sontthroughthe Ital- 
innOouBulate the following cable dispatch 
to tha Minister of Poreign Affairs in 
Rome: 

Tho Italian residents iu this oily unani- 
mously mourn tho loss of their august 
Sovereign, and send thuir fervent condo- 
lence to tho Royal Family. 

The flag of Italy is flying at half mast 
to-doj' aver tho Italian Consulato. ' 

It la rumored that tho long uad bitter 
wrangle between tho Passunipsic and 
South Eastern and Slontrcal, Portland 
and Boston Railway.? will soon bo amica- 
bly settled, and the long-talked of line 
between Montreal and Boston completed.
